A Trip Westward, via. the Balti-
more and 0hio Rail Road.

The following descriptive letter which
wis written by a native of this county con-
tuwing rauch that will interest our readers,
and that will be our excuse for publishing
s0 lengthy o communication;

Mr, Editor:—If yon will allow me the
uso of a column in the Times 1 will offer
for the benefit of my Perry county frlends,
and othors, an account of . n trip noross the
Alleghanies, via. the Baldimore and Ohio
Rail Road. We commence our journey
on n pleasant day in June, and in order to
get o good start, we leave Carlisle on the
§ A. M. train, and pass vp the Comberland
YVulley; ' the most beauntiful piece of coun-
try that the sun ever shone upon.” Flying
past flalds of beautiful waving grain through
pleasant shady groves, and not failing to
notice the comfortable dwellings, and beau-
tiful homes of our thrifty Cumborland Val-
loy farmers, we say good-bye, for we know
that another such o scene will not meet our
oyes until we roeturn agnin to our own na-
tive home. Stop at Hagerstown, and next
morning take the B5-26 train for Harpers
Ferry via. the Washington county Branch.
Here wo strike the Baltimore and Ohio
voad at the confluence of the Bhenandonh
and the Potomiao rivers, and where the
streams united, break throngh the Blue
Ridge, The scenery in the vicinity of
Harpors Ferry is in the highest degree beau-
tiful and picturesque. Thomas Jefforson
considered the “ Passagoe of the Potomae
throngh the Blue Ridge one of tho most
stupendous scenes in nature, and the view
well worth a trip ncross the Alantie” The
place was originally called Shandonh Falls,
but derives its present nnme from a Forry
long sinee ostablished there. No doubt
our Parry county friends well remember
tlie indomitable but foolish John Brown of
Ossawattomie, who by his daring exploits
at this place became famous. The old
building in which he was captured still
stands, being about the only building left
standing of the old Government Arsenal,
The scenery all around Harper's Ferry is
grand, but any part of the town ns n plaoce
of residence, would be my last choice in
the world. The house tops on one of the
streets are just on a level with tho cellar
floovas of the buildings in thelr rear, there
being no room for n strect between thom,
In fact no four-footed animal except & dog
or cab ever gets up there. A great many
of the buildings have been destroyed by
war, fire and water.

But here ia the train for Wheeling, we
get aboprd, and the boys say, “If you
can't get n board get a slab.,’” We leave
the Potomae to the right, and after a ride
of 10 miles come to the old town of Martins-
barg, which certainly looks no better for
the wear it got during the war. It has a
population of nearly G000, They claim
T000; and like Carlislo has an overplus of
American Citizens of African descent, who
a8 spon as it is dark come ont from every
nook and corner, and throng the side walks
almost to the exclusion of **de white
trash." Greeley I trump here and white
hats are plenty. But lot us got out of this
town, for the heat of the sun has sent the
mereury up to 100 degrees above Farenheit
in the shade, and we Penusylvauians arve
not accustomed to that very often at home.
We now start out nearly due north, and at
Chorry Run ngain strike the Potomne, and
change our course westward, and after fol-
lowing the Potomae 05 miles, through a
country of hills and mountaing, but plotur-
esque und beautiful, we find ourselves
again running vearly due north and into
the beautiful town of Cumberland; which
has o population of sbout 10,000 though
they claim 12,000, Cumberland is on the
main ling of the B, &0, R. . and at its
Junotion with the Pittsburg Baltimore and
Washington road. This is also the northern
terminus of the Cumberland & Pa, It R,
and is the County seat of Alleghany county,
and is locsted on the north bank of the
Chesaponke and Ohio canal, extending to
Georgetown D, C. The manufucturing
business consists in a few foundries, one
largoe rolling mill which employs H00 to 600
hands, and pays out as high as $30 000
wages, per month, They have two lurni-
ture factories one of which is owned by Mr.
Butler, (not “Ben,”') and is most extensive
of the kind in the state of Marylund.
Behools and churches are well represonted,
and some of the finest residences nlong the
road are to be found here. The town Is
entirely hemmed ,in by mountains, aod
when “old Sol" begins to pour down his
piercing rays, the weary pedestrian bogins
to puff and blow and look for shade. U'here
are guite s number of Pennsylvanians liv-
Thig here, but the majority of the population
are foreign Dutoh and Trish. We bave
now boon in Cumberlsnd 24 hours; sod it
is Buturday evening; and to esonpe tho heat
of the sun, and gob a good Sabbath day's
rout, we got on the five o'elock train, and
start wostward, for Oakland; n pleasant
summer reaort, op the top of the Alle.
ghanies, 64 miles wost of Cumberland.

Piedmont ix s town of about 1500 of a
population, situated right at the eastern
foot or bass of the Alleghany mountains,
1t is black and smolcy, as aro all the towns
in this vicinity, a great mining distriot, and
o It Yies down inn kind of vatural basin,
the only things visible from a central atand-
point, are hills snd mountaing, Here we
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et and now lmginn tho tug of war. The
faithful old Iron Horse begius to puff and
and wheeze for seventeen continuous mijes,
we go up, up, up, at the rate of one hun-
drod and seventeen foet por mile, until we
rench Altamont, the highest point on the
rond, nnd wa find ourselves nt an altitude
of nearly 3000 feet above tide, and such a
deoided ochango in the atmosphore, that we
begin to button np our conts. Hare the
streams divide and when wo stand on the
summit and face to the south, the water on
our right runs to the west, while that on
the left runs eastward. Nine miles more,
aoross the top, and we come to Oakland,
and after we get the smoke sand dust wash-
ed from our faces, wo take some supper; af-
tor which we begin to look around after
business, but find the merchants too busy
to give us tneir attention and we take a
wilk around town, and aftor counting the
people, find the population to be about 750,
The top of the mountain is 18 miles wide,
and is chiefly used for grazing, The vory
best mutton in the country is te be found
here, from the fact that the sheep enjoy
the pure frosh mountain air, nnd live prin.
cipally on such vegetation as does the deer,
among which is the mountain Lilly.

Game, such ns deer, turkey, pheasants
eto,, cte., abound, and in the mountain
strenms are plenty of nice speckled trout,
They are brought to Oakland and sold at
40 cents per pound and some of them gen-
erally find their way to the table of our
worthy host, Mr, John Daley, who keeps
the Glades Hotel, and well it is kopt; as he
understands his business, is n perfect gentle-
man, knows just how to serve his guests,
and gencrally treats tham so well that they
aro very apt to “eall again.” Abouta
mile west of Onkland nre several farma,
known as the *‘ Glades."" There is the Bilver
Glade, the Moss Glade, oto., ote. There is
but little grain rajsed, but that which is
produced, is of the finest quality. Wheat
genernfly weighs from 65 to 08 1bs, Oats 08
to 42, and rye, corn and buckwheat in pro-
portion, The *““oity folks'' to the numberof
240 to 000 generally visit Onkland, to spend
the hot summer months. BStopped there
over Bunday when the mercury stood at
100 degrees above Farenheit at Camberland,
and fond the air cool and refreshing, and at
night slept comfortably, under three blank-
ots. Monday morning we take the train for
Wheeling, West Va, 147miles north west
of Oakland, and as it is a slow mail train,
we may expeot to have plenty of time for
observation along the way. At Cranberry
Summit we begindesconding the mountain,
and after seven miles ride, reach the base
at Amblersburg, A short distance west of
Rowlesburg we cross the Oheat River trestle
waork built across the fills, or gorges in the
mountaing, runniog up from the river,
This structure is built of iron, is 175 to 180
feet high, and ns the train rushes aoross at
the dizzy heighth supported only by ap-
parently frail looking benches or trestles
we Ltake our position on the rear platform
of the lnst car, and the most magnificent
seene that we ever beheld s presented to
our eyes. IHuge mountains towering far
above us, on the right and on the left, the
doep waters of the Chent River lying far
below us, and almost under our fewt, and
wo running over the fearful heighth of noar-
Iy 200 foot, at the rate of 25 miles an hour.,
Buppose an  axle, or & mil shoyld break,
thought we; where would we be? "But  we
don't apprehend any such daoger, for such
aceidents are of very rare ocourrence on
the Baltimore and Ohio Rail Road, and we
feel nd securo as il we were at home, We
are deawn by an ecight wheeled engine, but
here on socount of another heavy grade
on the road, another huge ten whoeeler
is wdded, and the two engines puffing and
blowing, take us up to Tuonellton, and
we pass through the Kingwood Tunnol,
sevon-eighths of a milo in length. It Is
the longest on the road. Tho next in langth
is Bropd Troo Tuoonel G4 of a mile in
length., The very best pine timberis found
here on the mountaios, aud is shipped in
large quantities to many of the principal
towns in Ohio. The principal shipping
points for lumber are Swanton and Deer
Park, Talk about ““Love in n Cottage''—
I'd rother live n bachelor life in the sub-
urbs of one of our quist little Pennsylva-
nin towns, than tc expoerience that sweet
sonsation s whole life time in one of the
beautiful little mud daubed log “ cottages™
up iu these Alpine regions, to say nothing
of the pleasant compnnions with which
you must nssoolate, in the way of rattle-
snakes, copperhoads, bed bugs ete., ete.
Baw a man yeaterday who while trying to
make the acquaintance of an old Hattler,
by punclung it with o stiek, recoived a blow
from it on his thumb, sud from present in-
dications, s coffin of large proportion will
soon be wanted. 'We soon coma te Grafton
West Va., a lively little town of about
2500 of a population, and as towns of that
slza nre scarco botwoen Cumberland and
Wheeling, it is a very important point, and
looked upon by the country folks as the
¢ Qity," Hero the road branches, the
main line extending to Parkemburg W. Va.
and the northern branch running to Wheel.
ing 00 milea North wost of Grafton, and
870 miles from Baltimore, As our commu-
nication is becoming rathor lengthy and
there is little of interost to ba notived on
tho rest of our journey to Whesling we
will pass over it in silence, but will not
close without first Informing our friends
thlllf they ever travel In West Virginia,

and behave themselves as all law abldlng
vitizens do, they will be treated well, and
will find a few good hotels whore they will
bo able to get all they ocan eat, if they pay
forit. And if they happen toget on the 7:15
a. m, train, starting from Cuomberland,
wostward, every mowning, they will find
the conductor, Mr. 8, A, Bprague to be a
perfoct gentleman, plessant and accommo-
dating, and always ready to give any infor-
mation, or nssistance which the pussengeors
may desire, But I was going too add to
onr friends that if they fuil to observe the
laws here, the State Penitentiary of West
Virginia is now being erected at Moundsville
O miles boalow Wheeling, and when comple-
ted will be one of the finest and strongest
structures in the state and will defy the
strongest attempt of any lodgers to got out
who once happen to got within ita walls,
But Ho | we are running into Wheeling, o
short deseription of it and we are done. It
has a population of 20,000, and the impor-
tance of thia place is due to its great num.
ber of man ufactories, some of the most ex-
tensive of which are rolling mills, nail fiac-
tories, wire mills ete., ete. The hills which
rise in the immediate vioinity contuin in-
exhaustible beds of conl which is furnished
at a small cost, and which of itself is quite
an item to manufacturers, and gives them
advantages over many others. The build-
ings are not of the bandsomest, and are
black and smulky. Thecity it situnted on
the east bank of the Ohio viver, 92 miles
below Pittsburg. At Zaues Island, oppo-
site the city, the National road crosses the
river over a beautiful wire suspension
bridge measuring 1000 feet in length, which
conneots the city with Bridgeport, Ohio,

I will put in o period here for the present
time and at some future time may give you
a description of a trip over the Central
Ohio Division of the B, and 0. road.
